On Judiciall Aſtrologtans o2 Moone Pꝛophets, 
Y: Dinining Pꝛognoſticatozs, Eſai. 37. 10.17. Bod 
would haue pou make a diſtinction oꝛ difference 
detweene him and his creatures, oꝛ ſecond cauſes, eſ⸗ 
pecially in matters concerning the gonerment of the 
wozld; firſt the creaturs are bound one to further the 
ſafety one of another, becauſe God hath ſo commaun= 
ded. Now God is bound to none, fo: he created them 
ot nothing. Now wohatſoener good we enioy we haue 
it from God, and not from the Dtarres, Planets oz 
Conſtellations: Euerie good giuing & euerie perfect gift 
is given from aboue, and commeth done from the father 
of lights. Iam. 1. 17. Againe, Gods Juſtice requireth, 
that being himſelfe the chiefeſt good and authoꝛ and 
endof all things, be ould referre all to his owne glo⸗ 
ry: and therefoze you muſk not giue it to the hoaſt of 
heaut᷑, Eiai. 5 2. U. God is primes motorghe is Cauſa et cau- 
ut. t is the firſt cauſe and authoꝛ ot all good in — 
Wozid: 
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world: the creatures are onely inſtruments of ſuch 
good things as are by them perfoꝛmed, as light, heate 
mopſtneſſe, coldneffe, dꝛineſſe ac. which God in the 
abſolute freedome ot his will and pleaſnre vſeth, and 
by his pꝛouidence pꝛeſerueth and pernfitteth in their 
nature & manner ot doing, which he hath pꝛeſcribed. 
Igaine God is ſimply immutable. (I am God and am 
not changcd,) all creatuts are mutable, which woke 
onelp by vncertainetie: as in the vnſtable actions of 
the Elements, Starres, Planets, and Conſtellations, & Moti- 
ons of theſe Celeſtiall creatures . 02 by contingency, 
vet they are neceſſarie agents in that which they doe: 
and at an inſtant can the Flmightie Iehoua change and 
inuert the courle of the Celeſtiall bodies, and nature it 
ſelfe,as well particularly in ſpec ie & indiuidue, as vnt= 
uerſally,in genere, at his pleaſure,as witneſſeth theſe 
places of ſcripture, Mar. 16.17, Iſu. z 8. . Ioſui 10.2. 13. 
Exodus 4.3.3, 2. Kings 4. 2. 3. & 14. 21. Alſo wee know 
fo: trueth that theſe are the Celeſtiall bodies, 02 re⸗ 
geſtrey, and treaſurie, wherein the eternall God hath 
inrolled and laid vp in his ſtoꝛehouſe (as it were) the 
meanes ok his decree;fo2 pꝛoofe I referre pou to theſt 
places of holy w2it, Exodus 9. 18. &. 10. 19. Gen. 17.18, 
Deut. 4. 19. & 28,12. & 3. 14. Iudg, 3. 4. 20. Pſal. 19.4. Ho- 
ſe. 2. 21.2 3. Iob. 38.21.23. 4 ſo to the end ok the chapter. 
J pꝛap vou reade theſe places of Scripture.) How as 
the Loꝛd asked Job all theſe things, and whether he 
knev) them, but he could not tel i the Loꝛd: neither can 
the Cildeans, Inchanters, Sorcerets, Aſtrologians, and our 
Engliſh ladiciall Prognoſticators know Gods ſectet will: 
doe you know when Bod will open his 'Treafurie, 02 
vnſtop his bottles in the heauens , Iob 38.37. to gine 
vs froſt, haile, mow, raine, ice, winds, tempeſts, thun⸗ 
der and lightning, when it wil be a faire day and when 
a foule: when he wil giue vs Plagues, Peſtilence,

famine, warres, ſubuerſtons of Kingdomes, hate ot 
kinſfolkes, Juiuries and Muarrels,rayſting of rents, 
faiſe rumo:s, Impꝛiſonments, hard in; reating ot Ec= 
cleſlaſticall perſons, friends falling out foꝛ trifles and 
Cuch like? No, all the Aſtrologers, æ Engliſh Pꝛogno⸗ 
ſticatoꝛs in the land cannot tel (and telltruely;) Theſe 
are ſecret things, and thele are times that the £6:v 
bath put in his owne power, and they belonge not vn⸗ 
to vou to know. So laith D. niel in his z Chapter ver. 
27. 28. Deut 29. 29. that there is a God in heauen that 
reuealeth ſecrets, neither can the wiſe (in theſe arts,) 
the Aſtrologiane, the Inchanters, no2 Soothlayers des 
clare them. Fo: alas pour foundations are laid but 
one a ſandy ground, foz Atiſtotle, long ſince, a Heathen 
Philoſopher (and ſo are all they who pe follow) yet he 
could ſay by the twylight of nature, that Tenoxantia cau- 


ſarum, the ignoꝛance of man was it that made blinde 


Fortune a Goddeſſe amongſt inen: foꝛ when they ſaw 
no reaſon foz many things that came to paſſe amongſt 
them, they did not conceiue,that there was area'on 
which they themſelues did not ſee, but ſtraightway 
they deified Foꝛtune, and made her the authoꝛ and be⸗ 
Rower of them, an all things vpon the woꝛld, her J ſay 
that is ſo b:ittle a Goddeſle, which is daſhed in peeces 
with the leaſt accident. But our Sauiour Chriſts rule 
is quite contrarie, foꝛ he teacheth vs otherwiſe. Mat, 


10. ag. foꝛ Chꝛiſt he maketh pꝛouidence reach vnto the 


ſmalleſt matters, eue n vnto che falling of a Sparrow 
vpon the ground: then much moꝛe ſuch weightie mat⸗ 
ters as theſe bee, But Voluptatibus & doloribus omnia 
ponderant Epicuri. Cic. Epicures judge all things ac⸗ 
coꝛding ec. And as all other things, ſo planets are in 
Gods hand, who is truely called, Ens Entium, & Cauſa 
Cauſarum. Therefoze God alone is imply and abſo⸗ 
lutely free, that is, ot himſelfe moouing ali things. in 
biniſelfe 
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himſelke moued # depending of none, hauing in him⸗ 
ſelte the teaſon and caule 'of all his purpoſes , with 
greateſt power aud authoziry of diſpoſing all things 
from eterni p, and impoſing neceſſity oz contingence 
vncertainty vpon all things below, himſelfe not tied 
to ſuch conditions by any thing. Ephe.1.9. According to 
his good pleaſure which he had pu poſed in himſelfe. Nay, 


furthermoꝛe pour owne pꝛofeſſoꝛs ſay themſelues but. 
by the woꝛd of God, (theſe be their moꝛds.) Deus es 
author naturæ & cauſſi prima omnis boni, mutat tei ras, et 


tranifert regna pro bene placito. Dan. z. 21. Againe he 
ſaith, Quod merſuirit tempora, motus ac mutationes om- 
nis generis, inviſibila, et ſempitetnam fuam viriutem, mar» 
ima ex par. e iaiculpſerit, mo coelum nobis propo uerit. 
Now the lib rty of re ſonable creatures and vnrea⸗ 
ſonable is not abſolute, that is, depending of no other: 
fo: although they mue by ſome internall cauſe, ſome 
obiec being offered, without conſtraint chuſing oz re= 
fuſing it, pet the Starres cannot tec, noꝛ haue any life, 
therefoze they ſee not any obiec to dꝛaw them to doe 
am thing, pet are they ouerruled by an other agent, 
namely God: foꝛ, regit aſtra Deus. That mans conceit of 
God is os con:umelious which pu teth no difference 
betwene the liberty ot God and his creatures, Do LY 
{ay then, that in reſpect of the liberty and freedome of 
God, all things are done contingently #4 by Vncertainty 
here below, yea euen thoſe things which ſeeme to de⸗ 
pende moſt neceſſarily on ſecond cauſes, as the moti= 
ons of the heauens : but in reſpect of Gods immutable 
decree, ail eucnts be oꝛdained of God from eternitie & 


neceſſarte as the robbing of the Egyptians Gen. 12. 35. 


the olfring of Ilaok on the alter Gen. 2 2.9. Alſo the cru= 
cifying of Theiſt, the ſouldiers not breaking his legs, 
John. 19.33. Which in reſpect of ſecond cauſes were 


meerely contingent, (euen by Gods pꝛouidence) and 
23 not 
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not by the influence ofthe Starres. Now to diſtin⸗ 
guiſh the neceſſity of conſtraint and immutability; 
(foꝛ it were too groſſe to confound them,) foꝛ the foꝛ⸗ 
mer mooueth violentip, and by externall cauſe; the lat⸗ 
ter naturally, by ſome internall cauſe in the agent, mo⸗ 
uing and being moued, as by nature it js apt: foꝛ the 
things mentioned of the Aſtronomers and Aſtrologians. 
are not abſolutely, and alwaies neceſſarie, et tanquam 
IM cor is edicta: and as it may be truely ſayd, that, Non 
vrgent nos aut cogunt aſtra. Ind although (as the beſt 
— doe all irme) the heauens, Starres, and 
Planets, agunt in nos, his tribus ſcilicet mediis * Lumine, 
Motu, et Influentia: yet this notwithſtanding is al⸗ 
wapyes true, quod ſipiens dominatur aſtiis. 

Theſe things when J perceiued, God opening 
mine eyes, I did not reckon, beleeue o2 giue any credit 
to auy of theſe fooliſh fables of thoſe lying Caldeans, 
Iudicial Aſtrologians, Prognoſticators & Moone-Prophets. 
IJ conteſſe and that in trueth, that J haue been a pꝛo⸗ 
feſſo!, and a pꝛactitioner of the Mathematicks, and fol⸗ 
towed the beſt Zuthoꝛs J could get, either in the land 
oꝛ without, by times this 20. peares, (Imeane ofthe 
Judgeme us of Aſtrologie.) Ind per J could neuet find 


it conſtant, but decerts, frauds, ande ede this, 
God doth abſoiutely tozbid the zucictall parte, and 
p:atice ofthe ſame, in hie worde Deu. 19.11. and 


Leuit. 19. 2 6. there it is ſaid, Ye ſhall ot iſe Witchcraft, 
noꝛ obſerue Times, which is the oncly thing that the 
Egiptians, Caldeavs, Arabians, which were heathen men, 
and our Engliſh Pꝛognoſticatoꝛs doc follow them and 
doe vſe the lame meanes and manner of pꝛactice from 
them, a do after their examples. As foꝛ example: they 
muſt know the verie day and howꝛe of Coniunctions, 
A ſpects, and Configuratioas of the Planets, aud fix⸗ 
ed ſlarres, their tranllation of light and nature, their 

| | Col⸗ 
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Collection of light and nature, and by their being in 
their houſes, (And fo they pꝛoceed in Judgement, hot 
faire⸗weather oꝛ foule, plentie 0z dearth, good dayes 
and euill, as atoze ſaid. And to hnowe all this, oz any 
thing elle, they let their figure foz Example thus. 
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He Vernall Equinoctiall, oz the ping, is the 
moſt comfoztable Quarter in all the yeare,andis 
of nature warme e moyſt: fo: the true directer of 


dapes, the great and a * Sol, the naturall comfoꝛ- 
« ter 
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ter ot all naturall and earthly creatures, dꝛaweth 
neere to the Zenith comming towards Starres of 
warme nature, and then the Eaſt winds diſperſing the 
ſuperfluous Humours, making the Earth apr to bring 
foo:th all her fruites fo: the good and comkoꝛt of man. 
But now: where the ſuperſtitious iudiciall Aſtro⸗ 
logers ground the gencrall pꝛedictions (afozeſard) 
oꝛ of the whole peare, ſuccedent (vpon this moment,) 
as the Radicall Reuolution thereof, oꝛ of the Radix of 
a natiuitie (though in the time of daraneſſe, ignoꝛance, 
ſuperſtition, and barbariſme itwas umbtaced koz 
truth, amongſt ſome of the ancient Aſtronomers & Aſtro. 
logeis :) vet now by the pꝛeathing and light of the Gol⸗ 
peil, light is come into the wozld, J ſhould thinke 
that the iudiciall part of this Irt Gould haue oꝛ find 
no good countenance oz entertainment amongſt vs 
here in England. And why ? firlk, becauſe this Art 
came to bs from the Bcathen, and that God fozbids 
vs the fame, Leuit. 19.25. Yee ſhall not vie Witchcraft, nor 
oblerue times, to meaſure luckie 02 vnluckie dayes, and 
Deut. 1 8. 10.11. Act. x. 7. Ind alſo euen to this dap, the 
true place ot the Sunne in the Fodiacke; and the en⸗ 
trance thereof into the firſt icruple of Aries, could not 
exactly be knotoene. | 
But ſome may lay, tha: wozthy Tychobratie excel⸗ 
ling all the Aſtronomers tefoze him, ty his moſt exat 
Ovſeruatians, as all moderne Aſtronomers with one 
con ent cannot but acknowledge: Ind yet it may bee 
laid, he hath not hit the marke: ſoz whereas by his 
Obleruations and Tables of Progymoatmes hee ſaid, 
that inthe'pcere 1616, the unne Gould enter the 
firſt (crupic of Aries, about thee of the clocke in the 
moꝛning the 9 ofMarcb,it was very neare two houres 
different from the truth. Now it this time of the 
Sunnes entrance cannot be knowne , what pzedicti= 
ons 
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ons can be made, i? the tudgements of Aſteolozic wert 
true. And although all the parts of this Art be very 
excellent, (But the Judiciall part, which is a:omie 
nation, Ind thercio:c inũl ing vpon 1woze pꝛoca ie 
Apboiiimes, Y will bzjefely (ew thee, vnderſtanding 
Meader, the folly, and falſeneſſe of this Judiciali part 
by the woꝛd of God which will neuer Iye neither (oz 
thee noz me. But firit J will tew you the Jdolatrie 
of the inuentoꝛs, and al o the followers of this Art, in 
attributing ſupcrititiou ly the power and office of God 
to the planets, hou es oꝛ manſion places of the heauen, 
as they call them, Xnd thus verbatim to the learned, 
Prim domme, vocatur horoſcopus, q. hore notatio 
& inſpectio, vt valt Lucas Gauricus c 1. tract. 1. 
part. 4. Iſagoges in Aſtrol. cum exortu ſtellarum 
pot iſſium iudicetur tempus.
